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PREFACE. 

§ 1. The written materials which exist for the 
illustration of the History of Scotland during the 
Middle Ages may conveniently be divided into two 
great sections ; that is to say, Chronicles or con- 
nected Histories, and Miscellaneous Documents. 
Within the former class we may include such 
writers as Wynton, Fordun,^ Bower, Elphinston, 
and a few others ; the latter class consists of letters, 
accounts, charters, papal bulls, depositions, plead- 
ings, proclamations. Acts of Parliament, inquisitions, 
and other instruments of a kindred nature. Each 
class has its own special merits. The Historian aims 
at presenting to his reader a consecutive narrative 
which shall exhibit facts in their scientific order; 
he traces events to their true causes, exhibits their 
mutual dependence upon each other, and analyses 
the motives by which the actors whom he introduces 
were severally influenced, and the objects which 
each had in view. On the other hand, the docu- 
ments to which a secondary rank has been assigned 
above, from their very nature seldom present any 
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such characteristics as those which belong to the more 
ambitious history or chronicle. For the most part, 
they occupy a subsidiary position, seldom rising to the 
dignity of history, properly so called. But, assum- 
ing them to be original and contemporaneous, they 
place before us the materials for history in a form, 
which, as we presently shall see, has a very special 
claim upon our attention. 

§ 2. It must not be assumed, however, from what 
has been here stated, that these two classes of his- 
torical material are to be regarded as antagonistic 
the one to the other. Each possesses recommenda- 
tions in which the other is defective ; and it is by 
the union of the two (where that is possible) that 
perfection is attained. The chronicler or historian 
of early days groups his information, and elicits 
truth by the mere arrangement into which he throws 
his matter ; and thus it is that details, which might 
seem in themselves to be of no immediate value, 
'become of primary importance when placed by him 
in what he believes to be their true position. The 
narrative in aU its bearings is so presented to the 
reader that each incident out of which it is con- 
structed assumes its due proportions. Surveying at 
one glance the whole series of events from the begin- 
ning to the end he comprehends the subject in all 
its varied bearings, and thus he furnishes the student 
of history with a clue which guides him through what 
otherwise would be a labyrinth of entanglement. 

§ 3. Yet it not unfrequently happens that our 
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qpufidence in this guide is misplaced, and that the 
authority with which we invest him so willingly is 
employed to lead us astray from the point at which 
we wish to arrive. The chronicler or the historian 
may be untrustworthy through ignorance or malice. 
He may be misinformed or careless at one time ; or 
he may be prejudiced or dishonest at another. He 
may distort facts and misinterpret motives. Even if 
he is acting for the most part in simple good faith, 
it is difficult for the most ingenuous writer entirely 
to escape from the various subtle influences which 
are too apt> unless held in check, to give a tone and 
a colouring to his narrative. There is the tempta- 
tion to judge of the whole series of events by the 
form which they ultimately assume, disregarding 
the aspect in which they presented themselves 
before that end was attained. The fallacy of 
" Postea, ideo propter,'' is nowhere more frequently 
exemplified than in historical compositions. Thus, 
to take an illustration which lies close at hand : 
Fordun, and the other Scottish historians to whom 
reference has been made above, wrote after the inde- 
pendence of their country had been secured through 
the wonderful energy of Robert Bruce, and the 
family of Stewarts was firmly established on the 
throne. Hence it is that all the events which 
occurred from the death of Alexander the Third 
onwards are by them interpreted so as to fall into 
harmony with the national feeling which existed 
when these chronicles were severally written. 
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. § 4. Passing now to the Miscellaneous Documentji 
to which we have assigned a subsidiary position, we 
have a few words to say in their recommendation. 
Without claiming the dignified rank of history, 
properly so called, they possess many of its most 
estimable qualities. For instance, in examining the 
documents contained in the present volumes, we find, 
in the first place, that many of them are written by 
persons who, from their official position, must have 
been intimately acquainted with the subject upon 
which they are writing. The private letters more 
especially are worthy of notice, since they have refer- 
ence to the most secret affairs which were passing at 
the time. They make us acquainted not only with 
what was being done, but what was to be done ; with 
the plans, fears, and wishes of the writer, and of those 
who were acting along with him. Again, we have 
various statements as to the expenditure of money, 
the details of which are given with a fulness and 
precision which put to shame the degenerate brevity 
of our modern system of accounts. We here read 
of the supply of troops and stores needed for the 
garrisons in Scotland, and of the help afforded or 
promised ; suggestions as to the place where, and 
the time when, incursions should be made against 
the Scottish patriots, and reports how these incur- 
sions had succeeded ; proposals for the surrender of 
such persons as had held out against the English 
invaders, and notifications of the terms upon which 
their surrender would be accepted. We see how 
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Edward rewarded his friends and punished his 
enemies. Upon all these points, and upon others 
too numerous to specify, the Record Offices supply 
us with details, the accuracy of which is above 
suspicion. In many instances these letters were 
written at the Council-board, during the discussion 
by the assembled lords of the subject to which 
they relate. In some cases, indeed, there is reason- 
able ground for concluding that they are private 
despatches dictated by the King himself to the clerk 
in attendance, and that they exhibit with precision 
his sentiments, feelings, and temper. There is an 
easy familiarity about some of them which points 
out their origin ; and when we take into account 
the rank of the persons to whom they are addressed, 
we are compelled to admit that they could have 
been dictated only by King Edward. Thus he teUs 
the Earl of March and Dunbar that the supineness 
of his proceedings against the Scotch (whom the Earl 
had allowed to escape) reminds him of a proverb 
which says that " When the war was over, Audiger 
drew his sword.'' ^ Writing to the Prince of Wales, 
he says that he does not know how the young nobles 
and knights in his company could more honestly win 
their shoes or boots than by joining in an expedition 
against the Scotch.^ And in a letter to Robert 
Bruce, Earl of Carrick (3d March 1304), in order 
to encourage him to proceed with energy in the 
business which he had taken in hand, the King uses

this remarkable expression, "The robe which you 
have made is well made, so be pleased to make the 
hood also." ^ 

§ 5. It is possible, however, to advance a step 
nearer even than this to the inner thoughts and 
feelings of this stern enemy to the national in- 
dependence of Scotland. The original drafts of 
several of the letters referred to in the last para- 
graph, as well as other documents equally interest- 
ing, are still extant ; and the form in which they 
have come down to our times shows the deliberation 
with which Edward conducted the management of 
his affairs. His mode of procedure would appear to 
have been this. The draft of the letter which was 
about to be sent, after having been drawn up by 
the Chancellor according to the general instructions 
of the Council, was then examined by the King 
himself. Words were added or cancelled, clauses 
were inserted or removed, sometimes entire sen- 
tences were re-written by his dictation, until at 
length the required precision was attained, and the 
King's matured and deliberate meaning was trans- 
mitted to his correspondent. A noteworthy in- 
stance of this anxiety to avoid being misunderstood 
may be seen in the letter addressed to Alexander 
de Abernethy, in reply to the inquiry made by 
him as to the terms, if any, upon which he might

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accept the surrender of Sir William Wallace. The 
draft, when submitted to Edward's inspection, did 
not seem sufficiently precise ; accordingly it was 
altered to convey, beyond the possibility of a mis- 
take, the assurance that nothing save the most uncon- 
ditional surrender would be accepted/ Testimony 
such as this places history upon a firm basis. 

§ 6. It is from this class of materials, then, that 
the documents contained in the present volumes 
have been selected. The source whence each has 
been procured is indicated in a footnote. A few 
have been gleaned from the unexplored treasures 
preserved in the Ubraries and archives of the 
Continent. The Papal Kegisters^ have furnished 
several, and these not the least curious ; while 
others, equally interesting, have been impressed 
into our service from Paris,^ Lille,* Ghent,* and 
Brussels.® The British Museum^ has been put 
under contribution, and has afibrded materials of 
the highest value. But it is to the Public Record 
Office that I am indebted for by far the largest 
portion of the documents now first brought to- 
gether for the iUustration of Scottish history ; and 
here my obligations become so numerous as to re- 
quire a more distinct acknowledgment.

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§ 7. It has long been known that in the various 
Record Officea (such as the Tower, the Chapter- 
House, the Queen's Remembrancer's Office, and 
various others), which are now brought together 
under the same roof in the Public Record Office, 
there exist numerous documents of various ages, of 
the highest importance as illustrating the early his- 
tory of Scotland. From this source Ryley,^ Prynne,* 
and Rymer^ long ago drew the contributions which 
they made to our national history ; and the more 
recent publication of Sir Francis Palgrave* proved 
that the mine was not yet exhausted. The oppor- 
tunity being afforded me of examining these trea- 
sures at my leisure, it was not difficult to come to 
the conclusion that many of them were well worthy 
of publication ; and the late lamented Dr. Joseph 
Robertson having brought their importance under 
the notice of the Lord Clerk-Register of Scotland, 
an order to that effect was given accordingly. 
Hence the work now before the reader. 

§ 8. The documents contained in these volumes 
naturally fall under four divisions, corresponding 
with the four chronological periods to which they 
relate. They are as follows : —

The period, therefore, embraced within these 
volumes covers nearly twenty years, and the docu- 
ments here printed amount to above six hundred 
and fifty. 

It is unnecessary to furnish in this place an 
abstract of these records, since this has. already 
been done in the Table of Contents prefixed to each 
volume. But it may be desirable to give in some- 
what greater detail a reference to such of the more 
important of them as are here printed for the first 
time. In attempting to do this I shall foUow the 
arrangement pointed out in the previous section. 

The Keign op Queen Margaret. 

§ 9. Throughout the whole of his reign King 
Alexander the Third, while jealously maintaining his 
own dignity and the independence of his realm, had 
continued upon terms of friendly intercourse with 
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his royal brother-in-law 9f England, who on his 
part had evinced corresponding tokens of goodwill 
The letters which passed between them were cordial 
and aflfectionate.^ When Alexander attended at 
Edward's coronation a daily allowance of 100 shil- 
lings was awarded to him from the Exchequer at 
Westminster,^ and the same good feeling exhibited 
itself upon other occasions.' The disputes which 
arose from time to time between the inhabitants of 
the Borders were brought to an amicable settlement, 
towards the attainment of which there was certainly 
no lack of readiness upon the part of England. Upon 
one occasion, Alexander having requested that cer- 
tain law-suits, which threatened to interrupt this 
cordiality, should be referred to an arbitration ac- 
cording to the laws and usages of the March, Edward 
readily assented, and issued a writ conceived in the 
same conciliatory spirit.* We are justified, there- 
fore, in concluding that when the intelligence of the 
disaster (the death of Alexander) which occasioned a 
vacancy in the Scottish throne, reached the English 
Court, it was received with genuine sorrow. 

§ 10. It was impossible, however, that a prince 
gifted with so much political foresight as King 
Edward should fail to perceive the importance of 
the event which had occurred so unexpectedly, and 
which threw so much power into his hands ; nor

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need we imagine that he refrained from speculating 
how he might best turn it to his own advantage. 
The course which lay before him was simple and 
easy ; nay, more than that, it presented itself to him 
as a duty. The crown of Scotland had now devolved 
upon an infant, and that infant a female. Edward 
had a son, who in the course of nature would suc- 
ceed him. What could be more desirable than that 
a unioji of the two realms should be eflfected through 
the marriage of the Prince of Wale?, the eldest son 
of the King of England, with the young Queen of 
Scotland ? The same idea had already occurred to 
the Scottish Guardians, and had been cordially enter- 
tained by thepi. Within a fortpight from the death 
of the late King, the Bishops of St. Andrews and 
Glasgow, " in their own name, and in the name of the 
clergy, of the Earls and Barons, and of all others of 
the reah4 of Scotland, who had been present at the 
burial of the lord Alexander of good naemory, the 
late King of Scotland," sent from Dunfermline twq 
Dominican friars charged with an important pies- 
sage to the English Court.^ We do not ki^ow with 
certaipty its exact import, nor what was the answer 
which it received ; but considering the place wher^ 
it was written, and the circumstances upder which 
it was despatched, we need have little difl^culty in 
concluding that it related to the settlement of the 
Scottish puccession. This piuch, however, is beyond 
dispute ; — 30 confidept did Edward fpe} ^ to the 

iyo}.i.p.4, 
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result of his negotiations yith the governors and 
people of Scotiand that he embarked for France 
shortly afterwards, and spent more than three years 
upon the Continent 

§ 11. Edward, however, was not aware that 
ahready one national party at least had formed itself 
in Scotland, and was prepared to take advantage of 
any accident which might open a path to the throne 
for a new claimant. The head of the family of 
Bruce lost no time in gathering round him a poweiv 
fill body of adherents, a meeting of whom was held 
at Tumberry Castie, in order to concert a definite 
line of action. A bond of mutual defence was 
executed, which, while it made it impossible for 
any one of the contracting parties to withdraw 
fix)m the confederacy, pledged each member to 
act in obedience to the decision of the majority, 
in other words, to support the claims of Eobert 
Bruce. It passes over in silence the hereditary title 
of the Maiden of Norway ; her name is not men- 
tioned in the document ; but it assumes tiiat the 
throne of Scotiand will be occupied by one of the 
royal blood, who shall obtain it " according to the 
ancient customs hitherto approved and observed in 
the realm of Scotland.*** 

§ 12. It would appear that this convention never 
came to the knowledge of the King of England, 
although it was joined by his son-in-law, the Earl 
of Gloucester ; or, if it did, he treated it with indif-

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ference. We have evidence that, with his usual 

• 

energy, he was canying forward the necessary pre- 
liminaries for the marriage of his son with the little 
Queen of Scotland. Two messengers, Otho de 
Grandison and William de Hothum, were despatched 
to Rome to communicate certain important infor- 
mation, and to obtain a favour which the King 
solicited from the Pope ;^ and, as we learn from 
another document, this favour was a bull of dis- 
pensation for a contract of marriage between 
Prince Edward and " Margaret the heiress of Scot- 
land/'^ 

§ 13. Ever3rthing now promised a successful issue 
to the negotiations which, it was expected, would end 
in the union of the two kingdoms. Upon the arrival 
of the messengers at the Papal Court they had no 
difficulty in obtaining their request. A bull per- 
mitting, in general terms, a contract of marriage 
within the prohibited degrees, such as was required 
for the contemplated betrothal of Prince Edward and 
Queen Margaret, was issued from the Papal chan- 
cery.' Eric of Norway, who had in the meantime 
placed himself under weighty obligations to the 
King of England,* despatched his agents to discuss 
the terms of the marriage with the father of the 
intended bridegroom ;* and upon their return into 
England (for Edward still lingered in France) all

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the details of the union were finally arranged, with 
the full consent and approbation of the nobles of 
the three realma* Early in 1290 a conference, or 
parliament, held at Brigham,^ confirmed a settle- 
ment of the Scottish crown upon the terms of the 
treaty of Salisbury ; and nothing now remained for 
the happy union of the kingdoms save the betrothal 
of the boy and the girl by whom these IdngdomB 
were represented. 

§ 14. The first step which was necessary for the 
accomplishment of this object was to obtain posses- 
sion of the Queen of Scotland. Within a month 
after the parliament of Brigham, the King of Eng- 
land sent into Norway an embaasy, consisting of 
the Abbot of Welbec, Henry de Rye, and others, to 
make the preliminary arrangemenlB for her depar- 
ture.^ It was expected that Eric would accompany 
his daughter, and much thoughtful anxiety was 
shown that during the voyage the comforts of the 
royal party should be attended to. With this view 
Edward caused a large ship to be arrested at Yar- 
mouth, the victualling and decoration of which he 
intrusted to the chief butler of his own household, 
Matthew de Columbariis, who kept an account of the 
sums which he expended; and this curious docu- 
ment is here printed for the first time. The stores 
were provided with no niggard hand. They con- 
sisted, among other matters, of 31 hogsheads and

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1 pipe of wine, 10 barrels of beer, 15 carcases of 
oxen (salted, of course), 72 hams, 400 dried fish, 
200 stockfish, 1 barrel of sturgeon, 5 dozen of lam- 
preys, 50 pounds of "whale,*' along with the very- 
necessary accompaniments of 22 gallons of mus- 
tard, with salt, pepper, vinegar, and onions in pro- 
portion. A stock of little luxuries, suited to the 
more delicate palate and stomach of the baby prin- 
cess, was not forgotten; such as 500 walnuts, 2 
loaves of sugar, grits and oatmeal, with a corre- 
sponding allowance of ginger, citron, and mace ; 2 
frails of figs, the same quantity of raisins, and 28 
pounds of gingerbread. The ship was painted, and 
banners and pencils bearing the English arms were 
suppUed. The crew consisted of forty hands. Six 
weeks were occupied in making the necessary pre- 
parations ; and the bill which Matthew de Colum- 
bariis tendered to the Exchequer amounted to £265, 
5s. 9d. The vessel sailed from Yarmouth, reached 
Bergen in safety, and in due time it was known 
that the arrival of the Maiden of Norway might 
daily be expected in Scotland. But the child, on 
whose frail life were centred so many hopes, was 
not permitted to see them realized. It would appear 
that she died just before reaching the Orkney 
Islands (possibly in a bay in South Jlonaldsjia), 
leaving her hereditary kingdom, in which her per- 
sonal claims were scarcely recogmsed, to all the 
dangers and miseries of a disputed succession.

The Interregnum. 

§ 16. The death of Queen Margaret left the 
administration of the aflfairs of Scotland in the 
hands of that body by whom the government of 
the realm had been carried on since the decease of 
the late King Alexander. Its official designation 
was " The Guardians of the Kingdom of Scotland, 
appointed by the common advice/' The documents 
here printed, as illustrative of the period of our 
national annals which intervenes between the death 
of Queen Margaret and the accession of John Bal- 
liol, naturally range themselves under two heads ; 
those namely which, emanating from the govern- 
ing body, have reference to the internal aflfairs of 
the realm ; and, in the second place, such others as 
originated from a source, whatever it might be, 
external to that body. Under the former category 
we have a series of writs and receipts which make 
us acquainted with the military condition of Scot- 
land, in regard more especially to its castles and

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fortresses, as it existed before the struggle with its 
southern neighbour and antagonist Writs were 
addressed from time to time by the Guardians of 
Scotland to the Chamberlain, directing him to pay 
to the keepers of certain royal castles the wages 
due to them ; and many of these mandates, together 
with the corresponding receipts for such payments^ 
are still extant. In the southern division of the 
realm we have the castles of Edinburgh/ Berwick,* 
Koxburgh,' and Jedburgh / while Kirkcudbright^* 
Wigton,^ and Dumfries,^ Dumbarton,' and Ayr/ 
guarded the west. The passage of the Forth was 
protected by Stirling.^® To the north we have the 
castles of Inverness,^^ Dingwall,^* Cromarty," and 
Kincardine;" of Aberdeen,"^ Cluny," and Aboyne;" 
of Forfar" and Dundee;" of Banff,*^ Naim,*^ Elgin,**

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and Forres.^ While all these strongholds were 
held by the King, there were scattered up and 
down the land very many others, the property of 
the more powerful nobility. Of these it may be 
enough to specify Caerlaverock, Tumberry, and 
Dirleton. If to these be added the innumerable 
fortified dwelling-houses, rendered necessary by the 
lawlessness of the times, we shall have a tolerably 
accurate estimate of the condition of the realm when 
it entered upon its struggle with Edward. 

§ 1 7. I have no intention of here discussing the 
rival claims of Bruce and Balliol, and none of the 
records here printed bear directly upon that ques- 
tion.^ As regards the two claimants themselves, 
nothing occurs to show that either the one or the 
other tried in any way to influence the decision of 
the King, with whom rested the final adjudication 
of the vacant throne. It is worthy of remark, how- 
ever, that while the great question was yet unde- 
cided, Eobert Bruce, Lord of Annandale, in con- 
junction with his son the Earl of Carrick, the 
Bishop of Glasgow, Gilbert de Clare, Earl of Glou- 
cester, Donald Earl of Mar, and James Steward 
of Scotland, entered into a bond with Florence 
Count of Holland, the true meaning of which is not 
that which lies on the surface. Bruce well knew 
that the claim of the Count to the Scottish crown 
was utterly futile, and that it would be absurd to 
come to an arrangement with him as to the future

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division of the kingdom ; but he was fully alive 
to the importance of securing the co-operation of 
those other powerful individuals who by entering 
into this bond thereby pledged themselves to sup- 
port his interests/ Among the documents which 
find a place in this division may be noted a series 
of writs and receipts, which have reference to the 
payment of several of the officers employed in the 
administration of public affairs in Scotland;* of 
these, some were appointed by the Guardians, others 
directly by King Edward himself. The price of 
provisions is illustrated by the lists of stores pro- 
vided for certain caatles ;' and the scanty mate- 
rials for the history of commerce in Scotland at this 
eaxly period receive important accessions from the 
letters of safe-conduct granted by Edward to cer- 
tain merchants of Berwick, Perth, and elsewhere.* 

§ 18. Upon the accession of John Balliol to the 
Scottish throne Edward withdrew from all direct 
interference in the affairs of that kingdom, which 
were now conducted according to its own constitu- 
tional forms and precedents. As a necessary con- 
sequence, few papers connected with the history of 
Scotland during this period found their way into the 
English archives, and such as are there preserved 
have reference chiefly to the feudal claims advanced 
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by Edward over Balliol and his realm.^ Some curi- 
ous information incidentally shows iteelf in the 
midst of the pleas of the Crown for the county of 
Northumberland, where among the justices-itinerant 
we recognise the names of Hugh de Cressingham 
and William de Ormesby.* A series of valuable 
surveys of the property lately belonging to Duncan 
the son of Colban, Earl of Fife, recently deceased, 
are worthy of especial notice,* fix)m the light which 
they throw upon the topographical and social con- 
dition of that district at the time specified. Balliol's 
relations with Flanders, as far as he himself was 
concerned, were of a purely financial character;* 
although, before the end of his reign, they acquired 
a certain poUtical significance through the interven- 
tion of Philip King of France.*^ Of much greater 
importance is a valuable paper furnished by the 
Imperial Archives of Paris, which makes us ac- 
quainted with the existence of a treaty of alliance 
between the Kings of France and Norway against 
England, to which the King of Scotland entered as 
a contracting party.® The position of Kobert Bruce 
the elder, and of his son the Earl of Carrick, at this 
time, is exhibited by certain favours granted to 
them by King Edward.^ Interspersed with these, 
we find many curious papers of a miscellaneous 
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nature, among which we may specify those which 
bear upon the history of the trade and commerce of 
Scotland.^ 

§ 19. It may be convenient to trace from this 
point the subsequent history of the deposed King 
of Scotland, as far as it is exhibited in the papers 
here printed. BaUiol's earliest place of abode dur- 
ing his captivity in England was at Hertford, where 
we find him resident from 20th November 1296 to 
6th August in the following year.* Here he had 
little to complain of in any respect, with the one 
exception of the loss of his liberty. The allowance 
which was made to him (seventeen shillings a day) 
was ample ; and he was provided with a suitable 
retinue.* He seems to have found his chief amuse- 
ment in hunting.* But early in August 1297 he was 
transferred from Hertford to the safer custody of 
the Tower of London, and was placed under the 
care of its Constable, Ralph de Sandwich. Here he 
remained until the end of May 1299. On the 
twelfth of that month King Edward, being at Can- 
terbury, summoned Balliol thither;* the citation 
was obeyed, and the responsibilities of the Constable 
ended on July 18.® His establishment during this 
period was as follows : — two esquires, one huntsman 
with his page, a barber, a chaplain, a steward, a

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butler, two chamberlains, a derk of the chapel, a 
washerwoman, and three lads. The number of the 
horses in his stable does not appear ; but he had at 
least two greyhounds and ten hounds. At this date 
above mentioned, Edward being desirous of conclud- 
ing a treaty of peace with the King of France, which 
was to be cemented by marrying his sister, in order 
to promote that object transferred Balliol into the 
custody of Raynaldus, Bishop of Vicenza, the delegate 
despatched by the Pope for furthering peace between 
France and England.^ Balliol pledged himself to sub- 
mit to the arrangements made by the Pope respect- 
ing his place of residence. His wanderings began 
immediately afterwards, and were of long duration. 
From Wissant he was taken to Cambrai, where he 
appears to have resided along with the Bishop of 
Vicenza, in the episcopal palace, until the month of 
November.* In the middle of December (being at 
the time at ChAtillon,' midway between Tonnerre 
and-Langres), he recorded his promise of continued 
obedience to the Pope ; and the same bishop pro- 
nounced a judicial sentence to the eflfect that Balliol 
should reside for the future within a certain house 
or castle belonging to the Abbot of Cluni, from 
which he should not depart without special permis- 
sion. How long he continued here is somewhat 
imcertain. Before the conclusion of 1302, however, 
that permission for his removal had been grajited ;

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for in the November of that year we find that he 
had returned to bis paternal estates in France, where 
he executed a deed by which he empowered Philip 
IV. to arrange for him his affairs with Edward of 
England.^ Here the exiled King of Scotland ap- 
pears to have resided until his death, which did not 
occur until several years afterwards; for a document 
printed by Rymer* informs us that he survived until 
the early part of a.d. 1315.' 

§ 20. One of the first acts of Edward, after having 
received fix)m Balliol his abjuration of the sovereignty 
of Scotland, was to take such measures as would 
effectually separate that kingdom ftom France. 
For this purpose he caused to be transmitted to 
Philip a notarial instrument embodying the several 
acts of submission which had been made to him, as 
Lord Paramount of Scotland, by such of the nobility, 
corporations, lay and ecclesiastical, bishops, clergy, 
and others as had acknowledged his feudal supe- 
riority, and had renounced all treaties of alliance 
with France.* The measures which he took for the

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internal organization of Scotland,— conceding for 
the moment that this was a matter in which he 
had any right to interfere,— are marked by a dis- 
tinctnei Id broadness of plan, and by a prompti. 
tude of execution which impress us with a Mgh 
sense of his political wisdom. Aiming as he did 
at the union of the two realms, he sought to as- 
similate their laws and legal proceedings. For this 
purpose he provided the English officers whom he 
placed in Scotland with forms of writs to be used 
by them as occasion served,' and with instructions 
how to proceed in certain specified cases.* He 
took measures in London for the establishment 
of Courts of Chancery* and Exchequer* at Berwick, 
with the view of introducing the English system 
of legal and financial administration into his newly 
acqu^ed territory. He summoned merchants from 
at'least twentyTf the principal towns, inland and 
seaport, of England to meet at Berwick in order 
to discuss how the lucrative -trade and commerce 
of that town might best be conducted for the 
future,* without, however, offending the preju- 
dices of the burgesses iu favour of their ancient 
local usages.® In like manner he took the man- 
agement of the customs into his own hands ;^

It is dear that Edward was bent 
upon conyerting Berwick forth- 
with into an English town (see 
pp. 123, 162, 166), meaning to 
extend this system throughout 
Scotland as opportunities for 
doing so offered themselves, 
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and by a succession of proceedings, some of which 
were judicious, some ill-advised, some on the side 
of justice, while others were acts of pure tyranny, 
he gave it to be understood that as he had dealt 
with Wales so would he deal with Scotland. 

§ 21. Scotland, however, was not yet overcome, nor 
was she to be conquered by legislation. She entered 
upon an unequal struggle with England, so unequal 
that from the outset there is no difficulty in pre- 
dicting the result. The second volume of this work 
is the record of a succession of attacks made by the 
Scotch upon the invaders, attacks which were cal- 
culated rather to irritate the English than to expel 
them. However brave and devoted may have been 
the individuals who took part in these forays, no 
perceptible benefit resulted from them. They were 
without system, they were deficient in unity of pur- 
pose; even when successful for a time they were 
not followed up ; there was no organized system of 
either attack or defence. Indeed, under the cir- 
cumstances of the case, it scarcely could have been 
otherwise. The truth is, and it must be confessed 
with shame and sorrow, that the Scottish nobility as 
a body were not true to Scotland. The source of this 
lamentable weakness is to be traced to the opera- 
tion of the Feudal System. With few exceptions 
these nobles held lands in England; and their 
ardour was cooled and their efforts paralysed by 
the knowledge that their possessions in that king- 
dom would be forfeited to the Crown on the first 
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moment that they exhibited any active sympathy 
with their countrymen in arms against Edward. 

§ 22. Edward, on the other hand, acted with his 
habitual promptitude and decision. He massed large 
bodies of troops at Berwick^ and Carlisle ;* garri- 
soned his castles,' and provided them with stores 
and provisions,* not only from England but also 
from Wales* and Ireland,^ and recruited the ranks 
of his army from the unruly natives of these coun- 
tries, as yet only half reduced imder his authority. 
Not the least interesting of the materials now 
printed is a series of papers illustrative of his 
attempts to subjugate the Highlands and Islands of 
Scotland.^ It is painful to be compelled to observe, 
that throughout these transactions, whenever the 
name of Robert Bruce is , mentioned, it is nearly 
always connected with some measure hostile to the 
independence of his country.* Edward^s negotia- 
tions with Haco, King of Norway,^ and his attempts 
to intercept the Scottish ambassadors returning 
from France,^^ are worthy of attention. 

§ 23. It is impossible within the limits of a pre- 
face to analyse these various documents, or to point 
out the influence which they must exercise upon our

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estimate of the political history of the period to 
which they relate. They help us to understand 
more clearly than hitherto the motives of some of 
the chief actors employed in these transactions, as 
well as the true character of many of the incidents 
themselves. By their aid, light is thrown upon 
questions connected with the legal and constitu- 
tional history of the northern portion of our island, 
while as yet it was a distinct and independent 
State; and many interesting facts which bear 
upon its early topography and genealogy may 
hence be gleaned. Looking at the collection as a 
whole, when we consider the remote period to 
which these documents relate, the varied nature of 
their contents, and the widely separated sources 
from which they are derived, it may perhaps bo 
permitted to me to express my hope that these 
volumes will be found to have a claim upon the 
kindly notice of all persons interested in the history 
of Scotland. 

§ 24. I should be imgrateful were I to neglect to 
express my thanks to the official Keepers of the vari* 
ous libraries and archives at home and abroad, from 
which I have derived the materials here printed. 
Among these I must specify M. Gachard of Brus- 
sels, M. de Lys of the National Archives at Paiis^ 
M. Claude, and M. de Lisle of the (late) Imperial 
Library at Paris, and M. Desplanque of Lille. I 
have also derived valuable aid from Mr. Bond, 
Keeper of the MSS. in the British Museum, aQcl 
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Mr. Dickson, Curator of the Historical Department 
in Her Majest/s General Register House, Edinburgh. 
And in the last place my most cordial thanks are 
due to Sir T. D. Hardy, Deputy-Keeper of the Public 
Record Office, London, to whose ever ready assist- 
ance I am especially indebted.
